Tho other day we 
printed tho Now York "Times" list of 
increased wages granted since tho lat- 
ter part of March, bringing it down to 
the 07th of Juno. The "Times" of 
Tuesday last prints additions to the 
Us', which show that MS companies 
or tirms had increased wages of about 
SO:1..000 
employes. 
The 
revised list 


shows a total of 815,000 employes, and 
not less than -ISO employing concerns. 
It is given elsewhere iu this issue of 
"Tho Post." 


The most gratifying thing connected 


with these increases of wages, aside 
from tho increases themselves, lies iu 
the fact that till but six of the 
-ISO 


increases by that number of employ- 
ing concerns were granted voluntarily. 
Tho six which wore tho result of strikes 
affected, loss than live per cent, of the 
whole number of employes benefited. 
That is, of tho 
-ISO.OOO workmen who 


had their wages increased, in the ease 
of only '.'(>,.MH> were tho increustfs the 
result of strikes, 
The others were en- 


tirely voluntary. 
This exhibition of 


good feeling, and a desire to do justice 
to the working people by their em- 
ployers, cnn but have a good ell'eet on 
tho future, of labor disputes in this 
country. 
It shows t h a t while the great 


muss of employers demand a reduction 
of the wago rate when trade falls otY, 
yet when it revives they are willing, 
without any coercive measures, to re- 
store the wdges of more, prosperous 
conditions. 
It is an object lesson iu 


the relations of employers aud em- 
ployed that is worth millions. 


Nor is it in the Held'of labor olouc, 


whether iu the field or workshop, that 
prosperity is setting iu. The best in- 
dex of the business of the country is 
the clearing house report*, and those, 
from the leading cities of tho Union, 
lor last week, show that the business 
of the country had increased iu volume 
about cue-third from what it was a 
year ago. 


Another striking fact is in the in- 


croftso of dividends of corporate enter- 
prises, payable on the first of July, 
Corporations which have passed divi- 
dends occasionally have something for 
tho stockholders this mouth, and near 
ly all those that did uot pass have in.

A very dramatic scono was witnessed 


by a largo crowd ou the upper market 
square about eight o'clock lost evening. 
The Salvation Army was out in full 
forco and tho evening's services were 
in full blast. The taraborino and big 
base drum were bolstering up the 
singing and the doleful tone of the 
latter seemed to foretell tho dramatic 
incident. They were in tho midst of 
an unusually lively song "Marching ou 
to War" when tho patrol wagon darted 
up. 
Officer Inge! 5 grabbed tho drum- 


mor-and hustled him off to the wagon. 
Ho kept pounding at the drum, and 
when tho ofllcer grab bed, the stick from 
his hand, used his fist and when that 


s rendered impossible by the officer' 


embrace, directed his pedal extremities 
against the drum. As the ofllcer grab- 
bed the drummer the army right wheel- 
ed and continuing their song in a very 
loud tone, followed their loader to the 
patrol wagon. As the wagon started 
off the drummer waved his cap aud 
the army saluted him and returned to 
their place and continued their service. 


Drum and drummer were taken to 


the city prison. The drummer reg- 
istered as Captain Walter W. Robins, 
and when taken to the cooler saluted 
tho 
prisoners with "Good evening, 


boys, glory to Jesus." lie said they 
would have some songs as soon as he 
got settled, but Honey Pyles who was 
trying to sleep objected in language 
more forcible than elegant, and when 
ho threatened to throw a bucket of 
water on tho first man who opened his 
singer, the music was postponed. 


The arrest was in accordance with 


orders of tho mayor yesterday. The 
council and other city boards have ob 
jecU-d to the noiso of the base drum 
and the authorities have requested the 
army to movo away from the market 
square when boards were meeting at 
tho council chamber. They disregarde 
tho request Wednesday evening when 
the council was in session, and the 
mayor yesterday sent for Capt. Robins 
and told him the army would have to 
quit using the drum. Ho refused tc 
discard it. Tho mayor said that the 
man who boat the drum that night 
would bo 
arrested, whereupon 
the 


captain said that he himself woulc 
take tho drummer's place and would 
beat tho instrument. The mayor kept 
his threat as is evident from the above. 


This morning Capt. Robins was rep 


resented by Judge Calvert and wil 
fight tho case. 
Ho insists that .the 


drum is essential to worship according 
lo Salvation Army ideas and that no 
one has a right to interfere with anj 
man's conscientious, honest, sincere 
worship. The case irivolves some fine 
points and will doubtless attract con 
siderablo attention when it comes up 
for trial next Monday at -l p. m.
